It probably depends upon the load impedance and power level. The far end of 
the Command Set transmitter antenna loading coil floats (i.e., isn't connected 
to the roller contact). But both the power levels (say 10 to 40 watts) and 
the load impedance (typically 1 to 15 ohms according to the manuals) and 
therefore RF voltage is low. The TCS on the other hand, which runs about the 
same 

power, has the unused part of the loading coil progressively shorted out. Its 
expected antennas in various installations varied from short (15') whip 
antennas to relatively long end fed wire. Same comments apply to the BC-939- (x) 
(used with BC-610-(*) or T-213/GRC-26) and TN-339/GR (used with T-368/URT). 
Except for 10X the power levels. 


The loading or tuning coil we've been discussing is also an autotransformer. 

If you are only using a few turns and don't short out the unused ones, the 
instantaneous RF voltage at the far (unused) end could be quite high depending 
upon your operating power level. So shorted turns are the lesser of two evils.

People occasionally do that, but you run the risk of having the resonant 
frequency of the open portion of the coil get you into trouble by either 
accentuating a harmonic or by providing a nice tank circuit for a parasitic 
oscillation. The consensus seems to be that you are better off to short out 
the unwanted portion of the coil.

Publishing Co., San Francisco. I don't have a 3rd, 1937 edition. 

The 4th, 1938 was Published and Distributed by Radio, LTD. 
Interestingly the 5th that I don't have would have to be squeezed 
in between the 4th, 1938 and the 6th, 1939. 


There was supposedly a 1937 Supplement "Supplement to Frank C. 
Jones Radio Handbook 1937" and a second 5th,1938 edition, but I 
haven't seen either. The 5th edition was the first edited by W W 
Smith. Jones may have transferred the copyright for the 1936 and 
1937 issues to Radio LTD after the second printing of the 1937 
edition. 


The 6th edition was the last to be "Published and Distributed by 
Radio, LTD." First printing October, 1939, edited by W W Smith. 

The 7th edition, first printing October, 1940 was the first to 
be published under the "Editors and Engineers, LTD" name, but 
with the same 1300 Kenwood Road address given for Radio LTD in 
the 6th edition. The Editor is now Ray L Dawley, with W W Smith 
as “Editorial Director". The 7th is also the first one that I 
have that is cloth bound. All subsequent issues are cloth bound 
and I think that's all that was offered from then on. 


The 8th edition, October, 1941, (Dawley and Smith); 9th, November 
1942; 10th, 1946, (no Editor listed, just contributors, including 
Dawley, Smith, Jones and others; 11th, 1947; 12th, 1949 and 13th, 
1951 (Dawley again as Editor) were all "E & E" at 1300 Kenwood 
Road. There is an interesting "NOTICE" in the 12th. "This 
all-constructional 12th edition does NOT supersede the 11th 
edition which contains entirely different material and remains 
current". 


The 14th, 1956 is still "E & E" but at a new Summerland, CA 
address. This is the first with Bill Orr as Editor. The 15th, 
1959 and 16th, 1962, are the same. 


The 17th, 1967, is "E & E" but at a "New Augusta, IN" address. 


The 18th, 1970 is the same. 


The 19th, 1972; 20th, 1975 and 21st, 1978; are all published by 
Howard W. Sams, Inc., Indianapolis, IN. 


The 22nd, 1981 has a notation "Edited by Welborn Associates" with 
a preface by Bill Orr. Orr's name is still on the Title page, 
and one of the contributing editors is listed as Bob Welborn, 
W9PBW. Other contributors include Stuart Cowan (CQ Magazine) ; 
Jim Garland, W8ZR; George Jacobs, W3ASK; Ed Marriner, W6XM; Jack 
McCullough, W6CHE (The MAC from EI-MAC); Hank Olson, W6GXN; Bob 
Sutherland, W6PO (EIMAC); Skip Tenney, W1INLB (Ham Radio 
Magazine); and others I don't recognize off the top of my head. 


The 23rd (and final?) edition, 1986 also is edited by Welborn 
Associates and with a Foreword by Frank C Jones, W6AIJF and 
Preface by William I. Orr, W6SAI. 


So. More than you ever wanted to know!
